the general popular objections to the treaty 
itself, but it is hoped by the State depart- 
ment the mere fact that the treaty has been 
@mended at all will be sufficient to stop the 
popular antagonism and thus save the credit 
of the administration. 

Senator Davis, chairman of the committee, 
made an effort today to formulate the de- 
mand for more complete control by the 
United States through the medium of an en- 

eln mew section to be provided for in an 
amendment to the treaty. This, it is hoped, 
will give the United States some color of title 
or right to occupy or seize upon the canalin 
sOme way when it is necessary to do so for its 
own interests in time of war. 

The Hay treaty re izes the Constanti- 
nople convention for the free navigation of 
the Suez dy establishing certain rules 
supposed to be substantially the same as 
those for the Seuz Canal. It has been dis- 
covered, however, that one of the most im- 
portant of these rules has been entirely omit- 
ted from the pending treaty. Whether this 
was done through ignorance or design on the 
part of the State department remains to be

LONDON, March 8.—The subjects of the 
Queen will be treated to two surprises when 
they read their papers this morning. The 
first and most important is that her Majesty 
has decided to pay a visit to Ireland early 
next month, and the other is an order 
promulgated by the War office at the request 
of the Queen that all men of the ranks in 
the Irish regiments Shall wear on St. 
Patrick's day as an especial distinction a 
sprig of shamrock in their headdress. 

These two honors are bestowed by the 
Queen as evidence of her appreciation of the 
loyalty? of the Irish as a nation during the 
Transvaal troubles, and ‘especially of the 
good fighting twee by the rish troops at the 
front. 

Have a Deep eaning. 

Both courtesies are bound to have far 
reaching effect and importance. 

The first will be better understood when 
it is explained that this only the fourth 
time the Queen has been to Ireland. Her 
previous visits were in 1849, 1853, and 1861, 
and on each of these occasions she was ac- 
companied by the Prince Consort and her 
two sons. 
| This time she will prob bly be accompanied 
by the Prince of Wales, the Dukes of Edin- 
burg and York, and other members of the 
royal family and a full suite. She will stop 
at the Vice Regal Lodge, which the Lord 
Lieutenant, the Earl of Cadogan, has placed 
at the Queen's disposal. 
Queen's Previous Visits. 
| Her first visit was celebrated by the chang- 
ing of the name of the city of the Cove of 
Cork to Queenstown. The second was the 
occasion of an opening o the Dublin inter- 
national exhibition, and the third was an 
excursion from Dublin to the Killarney

Is a High Privilege. 

The privilege of wearing the shamrock will 
be one of the greatest favors that can be 
bestowed upon Irish sdldjers, as hundreds 
of times in the past have the Celtic fighters 
been disciplined for adorning their coats and 
hats with green on St. Patrick's day against 
the orders. The officers are now by special 
order of the Queen not o ly permitted but 
are ordered to wear the sprig of shamrock, 
their favorite emblem, in their headdress. .

SHIPS ARMY FANCY MEATS 


CHICAGO FIRM SENDS 
CURED IN GOVERNMENT WAT. 


Bacon and Hams, 800,000 Pounds, Put 
Up After a Formula to Defy Any 
Climate, and Particularly That of 


Reach Coast in, Five Days and Be 
Transferred at to Transport 
Method of Putting Up in Detail. 


* 

American soldiers in the Philippines soon 
will receive the first consignment of ham 
and bacon which ever has been cured by a 
formula furnished by the federal govern- 
ment. It is thought that this shipment will 
prove to be an important departure in the 
preservation of meats for tropical climates. 
Not only is the method of curing devised by 
the chemists at Washington believed to be 
an improvement on the old ways but the 
plan of packing is thought to be superior to 
anything ever tried heretofore. 

The consignment consists of 800,000 pounds 
of meat put up by Swift & Co. in their houses 
at the Stock-Yards. It was started west 
last night in a train composed of thirty-two 
refrigerator cars, going over the Chicago and 
Alton road. The train will go through to 
San Francisco with as little delay as possi- 
ble, taking the Union Pacific tracks at Kan- 
sas City. It is expected the coast will be 
reached in five days. As soon as it arrives 
there the meat will be unloaded and reloaded 
into a transport, which is to sail for Manila 
on March 13. The meat should reach the 
soldiers before May 1. 


How the Meats Are Put Up. 

The hams shipped were smoked and cured 
first according to a formula furnished by 
the Department of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton. Then they were encased in white mus- 
lin sacks. After this had been done a coat- 
ing of oat hulls was spread over the sacks 
and other sacks of white drilling drawn over 
this. This, it is said, will withstand the at- 
tacks of the tropical climate, to which the 
meat is to be subjected. Finally the hams 
were packed in tierces and covered with salt. 

The bacon sent to the soldiers is in two 
sorts of packages. One kind is three-quar- 
ter pound tin cans and the other ventilated 
eases. The bacon in cans is sliced, and one 
can constitutes a day’s rations for one man. 
The bacon in the cans is from the choicest 
hogs, and was cured under government in- 


wrapped in white muslin and laid in layers, 
so that the air has free access between the 
strips, insuring dryness. 


Confident It Will Withstand Heat. 


Gustavus F. Swift, speaking of the ship- 
ment, said: 

We have taken great care that nothing 
but the best meat to be obtained should be 
sent in this consignment. The way it is 
packed and the care with which it has been 
cured assure me that it will reach the Phil- 
ippines in prime condition and demonstrate 
that American meats can be cured to with- 
stand any climate, tropical or otherwise, and 
yet retain all of their niuitriment, flavor, and 
other good qualities.”

Other 
occupants of the flat building say she and 
De Vry have been close friends for a year. 

De Vry was without fear when working 
among wild animals, and was successful in 
caring for them. His services at the park 
ended- with the reorganization of the board. 
Before coming to Chicago he traveled for 
years with different circuses in the capacity 
of animal trainer.

WHEELER WILL CLAIM HIS SEAT 


General Lands at San Francisco—Says 
He Expects to Be Sworn In—Talks. 
of Filipinos. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 7.—[Special. ]— 
General Joe Wheeler, accompanied by his 
daughter and niece, and his secretary, Col- 
onel Garrett, were landed this evening from 
quarantine. 

Speaking of his resignation from the army 
General Wheeler said he resigned on Nov. 
20, but was not ordered home until the mid- 
dle of January. He did not care to discuss 
his reasons for leaving the army or his rela- 
tions with superior officers. After a brief 
Stay in this city General Wheeler will go to 
Washington to take his seat in Congress. 

1 have a letter saying that an effort will 
be made to keep me from taking my seat, 
said the General, but I do not see why 
such an effort should succeed. The objec- 
tion is that I was not on hand to be sworn 
in, and it is stated that I was holding another 
position that militates against my right to 
be elected. I shall go to Washington, hav- 
ing resigned from the army, and with a 
proper certificate of election, and expect to 
be sworn in. It will be noted that my resig- 
nation from the army was handed in before 
Congres met. 

The Filipinos are intelligent, courteous, 
and kind. Asarule they are not disposed to 
Violence, but the false representations made 
to them regarding Americans naturally 
aroused them. Many believed the only pos- 
sible escape from impending evil was re- 
sistance, yet only one-sixth of 1 per cent 
of the population was induced to carry arms 
against us. 

“When they learned the real character 
and purposes of the Americans they were 
willing to become reconciled to our “gov- 
ernment, and I believe that after the es- 
tablishment of a wise civil administration 
of affairs an era of prosperity will bless 
the people of that archipelago. I am con- 
vinced the rebellion as an organized move- 
ment is at an end, because I cannot see how 
the rebels can well reorganize without some 
organized head, which they have not at 
present. 

That Aguinaldo is still on the Island of 
Luzon I have little doubt. Just before I 
left a native offered to convey any communi- 
cation I might wish to send to him in a 
‘short time. It is possible for him to escape 
the patrol along so large a coast in some 
small craft, too insignificant to warrant de- 
P tention, but had he reached any place out- 
side of our jurisdiction, I feel satisfied he 
would have announced his escape to the 
world at large long ago. 

1 think the Filipinos are capable of self- 
government under certain restrictions. The 
few experiments already made in civic gov- 
ernments throughout the provinces have 
been successful, and I think they ought to

Prepared for Last Resort. 
By one means or another, he says, he would

Then he would have fired off all the am- 
munition, burned the stores and munitions, 
and any soldiers fit to crawl five miles would 
have sallied out to make a show of resist- 
ance and to avoid a formal capitulation, 
which none of the Generals would even con- 
template.

White Hurt by Criticism. 

Sir George White spoke somewhat bit- 
terly of the treatment and criticisms to 
which he had been subjected at home and 
of the attempts the War office had made 
to supersede him, attempts which Buller 
had prevented. 

In conclusion he said: 

J regret Nicholson’s Nek. Perhaps I 
was rash, but then I thought it my only 
chance of striking a heavy blow, but regret 
nothing else. It may be that I am an ob- 
stinate man, but if I had the last five months 
to do over again I would not, with that 
exception, do maak aster but what I have 


done.“ 


No Mistaking Army Verdict. 

Never have I heard soldiers cheer before 
as the relieving infantry did. There is not 
much doubt about their verdict on the Gen- 
eral's conduct, and it is one which the nation 
may gracefully and properly indorse now 
that the relief is accomplished. 

The Ladysmith episode cannot be con- 
s'dered unfortunate, as the Boers in their 
frantic efforts to take the town and 
bar the passage of the relieving army suf- 
fered a greater loss than could otherwise 
have been inflicted in a billy country on 80 
elusive an enemy. 

Their disappointment at losing a prize on 
which they set their hearts must cause gen- 
eral despondency. They. feel that all their 
sacrifices have been in vain.

It was estimated today that any one with 
$3,000 capital could start a national bank 
under the new system. All that is required 
is $25,000 in 2 per cent government bonds, 
‘which could be secured at ruling rates for 
about $26,750. These, representing the cap- 
ital of the bank, could be sent to Washing- 
ton, and circulation for the full amount of 
the capital immediately taken out. The or- 
ganizer of the bank then has only $2,750 tied 
up in the enterprise, but could take deposits 
in the regular way.

MODDER RIVER (Wednesday)—The 
Boers occupy extensive positions between 
the British and both Bloemfontein and Win- 
burg. They are under command of Joubert 
himself, who has with him the bulk of the 
Natal force, only sufficient men to hold 
van Reenan's and Laing’s Nek being left 
bebind. It is said there were extensive de- 
sertions during the march. 

It is reported that the Boer right is resting 
on Kacensfontein and the left on Petrus- 
purg, with a strong outpost at Emmanus. 

Throughout the twenty-mile line the Boers 
are actiyely engaged in digging intrench- 
ments. 

The Boer position is chosen with some 
skill, as water is abundant and the natural 
strength is great. General Joubert is thus 
again engaged in the capacity for which 
his men are best fitted, that of stubborn 
defensive work. : 

At the nearest point to us the Boers have 

_{thrown out an angle which is now within 
2,000 yards of our pickets. The Boers hold 
the country seven miles north, to a point 
‘where there is an angle in the river, and 
‘both banks are lined with kopjes. On the 
south bank the kopjes run four miles par- 
allel with the river to the east, then make a 
sharp turn southwards past our positions. 

The coming engagement is expected to be 
decisive as concerns the Free-Staters, and 
probably as a whole. The end of the war 
seems imminent. 7

KAUNG HAU GLAD TO QUIT JOB. 


Dethroned Chinese Emperor’s Decree of 
Renunciation Thanks Empress 
for Taking Command. 


Vancouver, B. C.; March 7.—Chinese ad 
vices say that in effecting the dethronement 
of Kaung Hau on Jan. 24 the Empress 
Dowager practically forced the monarch to 
be the author of his own undoing to the ex- 
tent of renouncing the throne, proclaiming 
a new Emperor, and practically asserting 
himself a usurper by stating that his elec- 
tion to succeed Tung Chin had been discov- 
ered illegal. The decree of renunétation says 
in part: 

Now, be it also known that when se- 
lected to the throne it was then agreed that 
if ever we should have a son, that son 
should be proclaimed heir to the throne; 
but ever since last year (1898) we have been 
constantly ill, and it was for this reason 
that the Empress Dowager graciously ac- 
ceded to our urgent prayers and took over 
the reins of government in order to instruct 
us in our duties. 

“A year has now passed and still we find 
ourselves an invalid, but ever keeping in 
our mind that we do not belong to the direct 
line of succession, and that for the sake of 
safety of the empire of our ancestors a legal 
heir should be selected to the throne, we 


again prayed the Empress Dowager to care- 


fully choose from among the meiabers of 
the imperial clan such a one, and this she 
has done in the person of Pu Chun, son of 
Tsai Yi, Prince Tuan, second order.“

DENIES HE BEGS GIFTS. 


HARPER SAYS FUNDS COME UN« 
SOUGHT TO CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


Addressing the Annual Dinner of the 
Alumni Club at the Victoria Hotel, 
He Tells How Large Benefactions 
Have Been Received, Unsolicited, 
by the Institution and Specifies the 
Spontaneous Donors—Hints at Come 
ing Presents—Others Who Speak. 


Dr. W. R. Harper was the central fi 
at the second annual dinner of the Alumaf 
club of the University of Chicago last night 
at the Victoria Hotel. He made the occasion 
a memorable one for the club by entering a 
general and specific denial of the oft re- 
peated charge that the university of which 
he is the head of a beging institution, 
and also by a vigorous defense of the recent 
departure af the university which estab- 
lishes a second-year degree. To prove his 
statement that the university is not a beg- 
ging institution Dr. Harper told how some of 
the large gifts received were offered to the 
school without even a hint that they would 
be acceptable. 

Dr. Harper's denial that funds had 
sought was greeted at first with increduldus 
laughter, but the speaker paused at this and 
— that he was not joking but giving 

acts. 

The club had as its other guests Charles 
I. Sturgis, President of the Harvard Alumnal 
club, and E. C. Lindley, treasurer of the 
Michigan Alumni club, each of whom made 
a short address, besides that delivered by 
L.. Brent Pegg om behalf of the members 
present. An o nal and humorous poem 
was read by J. W. Linn. The President of 
the club, William Scott Bond, acted 
toastmaster.

Dr. Harper’s Denial. 

Dr. Harper was speaking of the recent 
assemblage of educators and university 
Presidents in Chicago when he had occasion 
to refer to the statement that Yale, with 
its financial resources, was doing more work 
than any other university in the country. 
He alluded to the remark made by Presi- 
dent Eliot at one of the conferences thas 
he, as the head of Harvard, never had asked 
for money for the support of that institu- 
tion. 

I may be pardoned if I take the oppore 
tunity at this time,” said Dr. Harper, “ to 
say that I have never asked any living man 
for a cent of money for the support of the 
University of Chicago. You don’t belleve 
that?“ as a halt incredulous, laugh arose 
from the members of the club. President 
Eliot was joking when he said he had hever 
begged, but I am not joking now. 

‘Did I ask Mr. Rockefeller for the firs¢ 
and the second million he has given to thd 


to me concerning the needs of t university, 
and then he sent for me to visit him. I 
couldn't well refuse the invitation, but om 
that visit I never asked him for any money. 
He has since availed himself of the chance 
he had to give to the university, as you ard 
well aware. 

“There is the Hull biological gift,” con- 
tinued Dr. Harper. “ IL never had seen Miss 
Helen Culver, nor had I ever heard of her 
when she made her splendid donation. The 
first intimation I received of her intentiog 
to give the university a milion dollars was 
one evening when I went home and found a 
letter awaiting me, in which Miss Culver 
said she wanted to give the university 
$1,000,000. 
licited gift. 

“Then there is the Hitchcock gift. 1 
knew nothing about it until one day a lady 
called me up on the telephone and wanted 
to know if she could see me at my office af 
a certain hour the following day. It was 
during my office hours, and I told her she 
would be welcome. When she came to 866 
me it was to tell me that she had concluded 


Cobb Hall and Kent Laboratory. 

‘Silas B. Cobb donated Cobb Hall to the 
university without any solicitation from 
any source. While we had our offices in the 
twelfth story down-town he came in one 
day and took us all by surprise. Did any- 
body ask Mrs. Nancy Foster for money?

—without the least solicitation on the part of 
the university. The whole point is that the 
University of Chicago is not a begging insti- 
tution, and that its trustees and President/ 
never have asked a cent for Its support.“ 


Hints at Coming Benefactions., 

In a guarded way Dr. Harper awakened 
the curiosity of the members of the club by 
predicting that the future would witnesa 
many more evidences of substantial interest 
in the university. He spoke of the plans be- 
ing prepared for an assembly house, a stu- 
dent clubhouse, and a commons at Fifty- 
seventh street and Lexington avenue, at an 
expenditure of $150,000, and then alluded to 
the conditions on which Mr. Rockefeller had 
made his last donation. 

We have $350,000 to raise before April 
1.“ said Dr. Harper, and I'm not asking 
anybody to contribute. The opporunity is 
before the public, however, and it it is em- 
braced, as it is hoped it will be, what is 
going tohappen? You will realize more than 
your most visionary dream.“ 


LAWYERS BESIEGE THE POLICE. 


Vain Effort to Secure Lillian Butts 
Franklin—Judge Kavanagh Hints

Members Start for Washington on 
Wednesday with Memorial—Disap- 
proves ef Jones’ Action. 


The Drainage board will ve for Wash- 
ington next Wednesday to present its me- 
morial to Congress for a deep waterway 
between Lake Michigan and the Mississippi 
River. The memorial, which is now in the

Protection for Passengers. 


The bill providing for increased protection 
for passengers against accidents due to care- 
lessness on the part of steamship companies, 
which was introduced in the House on Tues- 
day by Congressman Boutell, is not favored 
by the managers of the lake steamship lines.

TENTH ANNUAL SHOW OF MASCOUTAH 


KENNEL CLUB OPENS. 


First Regiment Armory Visited by Sev- 
eral Thousand Spectators—Biggest 
Exhibition Yet Given by the Organ- 
fzation — Standard Breeds Repre- 
sented by So Many Specimens as to 
Make Judges’ Work Long and Dim- 
cult—Special Awards. 


The tenth annual dog show of the Mascou-

A few of the unwise dogs 
yesterday grew tired of their narrow quar- 
ters and created some excitement by jump- 
ing out of their cages and hanging them- 
selves by the ropes with which they were 
tied.

General Davis intended to discontinue the 
distribution of food after March 1, but owing 
to the distress he has found it necessary to 
ask for a shipment of 500 tons of rice, cod- 
fish, and bacon. This has been ordered 
sent by the department and a second con- 
signment of the same amount wilhbe sent 
later. 

General Davis suggests methods to be em- 
ployed for the relief of the people. He has 
recommended that he be given means to put 

25,000 men at work for three months on the 
improvements of the roads. For this he will 
need $225,000 a month for labor, tools, and 
supplies. After that period he believes the 
pressing necessities of the people will be re- 
lieved and that new industrial and economic 
conditions will exist. 

Nothing can be done to supply the funds 
immediately, but if the Senate acts promptly 
upon the bill adopted by the House last week 
placing. nearly $3,000,000 at the disposal of 
the President for the relief of Porto Rico 
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furnish employment and food for a large 
number of persons. The Senate Committee 
on Appropriations today made a favorable 
report upon the resolution in question, and 
it is believed it will be adopted within the 
next day or two.

The idea has been adopt- 
ed tg a certain extent in relation to the 
troops in Cuba and Porto Rico, but has 
never been applied to any extent tq the 
force now under General Otis. 

The regiments selected for the application 
of the system are the Fourteenth, Eight- 
eenth, and Twenty-third Regiments of in- 
fantry, which were the first of the infantry 
commands to be sent to Manila. The men 
of these regiments have seen longer serv- 
ice than the men of other regiments and 
much of the service has been of the sever- 
est kind. The selection of the companies 
to constitute the battalions—four companies 
in number—is left to General Otis, with 
the instruction that the offlcers of these 
regiments and the men who have been on 
sick leave or who are disabled may be 
transferred to the returning battalions. 

It is also ordered that the soldiers whose 
terms of enlistment have about expired also 
will be transferred to the home coming 
battalions. This will bring back the sol- 
diers who otherwise would be discharged 
at Manila and left to find their way home 
with all sorts of incentives to spend the 
$400 travel pay which is given each man 
discharged at Manila. The plan will re- 
sult in saving the government a large sum 
which ordinarily goes out to the soldiers 
whose terms of enlistment expire on for- 
eign stations. 

The War department officials say that 
the men should. not object to this, as many 
ot them squander their money on their way 
home and reach tits eduntry in great dis- 
order and sometimes in great distress. The 
return of the soldiers in battalion forma- 
tion will keep them in order and bring them 
‘back home in good condition.‘ Of course, 
the men whose terms are about to expire 
and who wish to reénlist at Manila will be

Massachusetts Senator Supports Policy 
of the President and Describes 
Commercial Possibilities. 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—The feature 
of the Senate proceedings today was the 
speech of Senator Lodge of Massachusetts 
on the Philippines. He upheld the Presi- 
dent’s policy, saying it was at once cour- 
ageous, wise, and patriotic.“ He asserted 
that the islands under American adminis- 
tration would become self-supporting, and 
drew a picture of the commercial possibili- 
ties of the Philippines and of the advantage 
they would be to the United States, not only 
on account of their own fertility and rich- 
ness of resource, but because they are the 
gateway for this country to the trade of the 
Orient. 
Mr. Mason [Ill.] gave notice that tomor- 
row after the morning hour he would enter 
a motion that the Committee on Foreign 
Relations be discharged from furthér con- 
sideration of his resolution expressive of 
the Senate’s sympathy for the Boers in 
their struggle with Great Britain.

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


The Constitution an Porto Rico, 


Chicago, March 7.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Article 4 of the peace treaty of Paris between 
Spain and the United States reads thus (trans- 
lated) : For the period of ten years, counting 
from the exchange of ratifications of this treaty, 
the United States will admit Spanish ships and 
merchandise into the Philippine ports with the 
same conditions as the ships and merchandise of 
the United States. | 

Now, if the constitution extends ex proprio vi- 
gore over the Philippines that article in the tréaty 
is unconstitutional, since, because section 8, arti- 
cle 1 of the constitution provides that ‘‘ all duties, 
imports, and excises shall be uniform throughout 
the United States.’’ 21 

The Philippines and Porto Rico were acquired 
by cession from Spain in the same treaty. They 
passed to us under identical conditions. If, in the 
pending case, the Supreme Court decides that 
Porto Rico is a part of the United States, rather 
than the property of the United States, by impli- 
cation the same is true of the Philippines. In 
which case the Senate and President exceeded 
their constitutional prerogatives, and article 4 of 
the Paris treaty is invalid. We may not disre- 
gard a clause favorable to the other contracting 
power, and maintain the continued existence of 
clauses favorable to us. therefore the whole 
treaty is invalid. Therefore we are still at war 
with Spain. Thérefore Porto Rico still belongs to 
Spain. Therefore the House of Representatives 
has no right to consider Porto Rico tariff laws. 
But the House, as a whole, Democrats and Repub- 
licans, did vote on one side or the other of the 
tariff bill. Therefcre the House acknowledged its 
jurisdiction, i. e., that the treaty of Paris is valid. 
Therefore they acknowledge the constitutionality 
of article of the Paris treaty. Therefore the 
entire House of Representatives, including Mr. 
Bailey, acknowledged that the constitution does 
not extend ex proprio vigore over Porto Rico.

The correspondent’s chain of reasoning begins 
with the assumption that the treaty provision 
specified by him may be unconstitutional. If it 
were, the logic of his argument yould be flawless 
and his conclusions irrefutable. But it has been 


the precedents established by the legislative and 
executive departments of the government, that 
such a provision is not unconstitutional. The 
treaty with France for the cession of Louisiana 
stipulated that for twelve years French and Span- 
ish vessels should be admitted in the port of New 
Orleans without being subject to any greater 
charges or duties than were paid by citizens of the 
United States. When Spain ceded Florida in 1819 
the same reservation was made for the same 
length of time as regarded Spanish vessels enter- 
ing at Pensacola or St. Augustine.

REPORT ON TOWN BOARD, 


REALTY REVENUE COMMITTEE 
TELLS OF ITS INVESTIGATIONS. 


Case Against South Side Auditors to Be 
Dropped — Will Keep Up Fight te 
Examine Skhannon’s Bond — Gives 
Salaries of Various Officials—Let- 

ters to Justices of the Peace Made 
Public—Galloway Wants Members 
Taught Diplomacy.

The Revenue committee of the Real Estate 
board yesterday afternoon reported on the 
investigation into the working of the dif- 
ferent town boards. The report, which was 
unanimously adopted, recommended that the 
South Town justices of the peace be exempt- 
ed from prosecution on charges of malfeas- 
ance in office. The committee requested and 
was given authority to use its discretion in 
bringing legal proceedings for malfeasance 
in office against justices who have fixed or 
audited salaries of town officers in excess of 
statutory fees; also to take such steps, legal 
or otherwise, against any town officers to 
prevent the payment of any illegal fees or 
salaries. 

Chalrman W. W. Baird of the committee 
read the following report: 

The South Town board of its own volition passed 
a resolution rescinding its prior action, and the 
members stated to representatives of the Revenue 
committee that they would not audit any vouchers 
for salaries in excess of the statutory unts. 
As this showed their willingness to t aside 
precedents of years’ standing when their atten- 
tion was called to the statutory provisions, we took 
the responsibility of suspending any further ac- 
tion against the justices of the South Town, and 
would recommend that no further steps be taken 
in this direction at present. 

The report recounts the efforts made to 
examine Supervisor Shannon’s bond, and 
the statement is made that the committee 
“will use every effort to ascertain whether 
or not a good and sufficient bond actually 
has been given by the South Town Super- 
visor.’ 


Salaries in Various Towns. 


Continuing, the report states: 

It has appeared to us that the reforms sought 
to be accomplished in the South Town might 
also advantageously be pressed in the other towns 
within the limits of Chicago. For this purpose 
we have caused inquiry to be made as to the 
salary situation in the other towns, which we are 
informed and believe to be as follows:

Letters to the Justices. 

On March 1 the Revenue committee sent 
to the justices of the peace, members of all 
town boards in Cook County, and to the Su- 
pervisor and clerk the following: 


has recently been taken by the Real Estate board, 
representing the taxpayers of Chicago, in respect 
to excessive fees for town officers which have been 
appropriated, and in some instances paid in the 
South Town. The same restrictions apply, of 
course, to all the towns, and it is not the purpose 
of the Real Estate board to press its contentions 
in one place only, but to take actian in each town 
where these conditions exist, aggressive, if neces- 
sary. The town expenses have been far beyond 
the statutory limits. In your town it appears that 
salaries of officers have been fixed by the Board 
of Auditors in gross and not according to earn- 
ings, as required by the statute; and also have 
been fixed in advance instead of after the same 
are earned, as the law requires. They have also 
been fixed at amounts so large that (except in 
— cases) no officer could lawfully earn. 
them. 

The Revenue committee of the Real Estate board 
has entered upon the examination of this question 
and expects to take whatever steps may be neces- 
sary to comply with its instructions. 

We trust that your board, which we are informed 
has already acted with reference to the salaries, 
will be inclined, on having its attention called 
to the situation, to rescind its previous action. 


Warning to the Supervisors. 

In the letters addressed to Supervisors the 
following was added: 

We are advised that under the law the Su 
and his sureties are accountable for all the funds 
which come to his hands not expended for law- 
ful purposes, and also that the allowance or 
auditing by the Board of Auditors would be no 
protection to him if the law was in fact trans- 

We suggest, therefore, that you give 
careful consideration to these expenditures tu 
avoid the possibility of legal action. under your 

In letters to justices of the peace the fol- 
lowing was added: ‘ 

We beg further to call your attention, as a 
justice of the peace, to the statutory limitation 
cn justices’ fees for services on the Board of 
Auditors, in the expectation that such fees will 
be limited in the stature as other town charges. 


Other Business of the Board. 

Chairman E. A. Cummings of the inves- 
tigating committee, which tried to discover 
the writers of the Historian ”’ letter and 
other derogatory literature circulated during 
the board election last December presented 
a report. He said the committee had decid- 
ed that unknown persons and not members 
were the offenders and recommended that 
the matter be dropped. The recommenda- 
tion was adopted. 

Chairman E. A. Halsey of the special 
committee appointed to see Mayor Harri- 
son and present a resolution on the labor 
troubles spoke of the visit. J. B. Gallo- 
way introduced a resolution creating a Bu- 
reau of Deportment and Diplomacy, with 
an instructor at $10,000 a year, to teach 
board, members proper tactics for such 
emergencies. It was laid on the table.

“PLAIN DUTY” TO PORTO RICO. 

From President McKinley’s message to Congress.] 

Since the cession Porto Rico has been 
denied the principal markets she had long 
enjoyed, and our tariffs have been continued 
nugainst her products as when she was under 
Spanish sovereignty. The markets of Spain 
are closed to her products except upon terms 
to which the commerce of all nations is sub- 
jected. The Island of Cuba, which used to 
buy her cattle and tobacco without customs 
duties, now imposes the same duties upon 
these products as from any other country 
entering her parts. She has, therefore, lost 
her free intercourse with Spain and Cuba, 
without any compensating benefits in this 
market. Her coffee -was little known and 
not in use by our people, and, therefore, 
there was no demand here for this one of her 
chief products. The markets of the United 
States should be opened up to her products. 
Our plain duty is to abolish all customs 
tariffs between the United States and Porto 
Rico, and give her products free access to 
our markets,

have made serious mistakes in the past.

WORK FOR THE SUPREME COURT. 
There are notable differences of opinion 
as to the status of Porto Rico and its inhab- 
itants. Many contend that the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty with Spain made that 
island a part of the United States and its 
natives American citizens, This is the 
view of the case which is taken by most 
of the Democratic leadets from b 
or as a matter of policy, There are Su- 
preme Court decisions which use language 
going to support this contention. There 
are others who claim that the ratification 
of the treaty does not have the effect 
ascribed to it, and that until Congress leg- 
islates concerning the island and its in- 
habitants the limitations or the guarantees 
of the constitution do not apply to it or to 
them, but that when Congress enacts any 
legislation whatever con¢erning the island, 
then it will become as much a part of the 
United States as Maine or Illinois. So 


long, however, as the Executive alone gov- 


erns the island it will, it is claimed, re- 
main outside the constitution. 

There are others, among them many of 
the Republican leaders, who contend that 
the ratification of the treaty does not ex- 
tend the constitution to Porto Rico, and 
that that will not happen until Congress 
explicitly so declares. They point to the 
provision in the treaty that the status of 
the inhabitants of Porto Rico shall be de- 
termined by Congress; and contrast it 
with the provisions of other treaties stipu- 
lating that the inhabitants of Louisiana, 
Florida, and the Territories ceded by Mex- 
ico should be incorporated into the union 
of the United States. They contend that 
until Congress has @ftended the constitu- 
tion over Porto Rico it can govern that 


“the constitution was made for 


Territories.” 
The Supreme Court will have to decide 


which of these three theories of 
of Porto Rico is correct. Or it 
to take the ground that the question is a 
political one and must be left to the judg- 


ment of Congress. : 


The Philippine question has its own pe- 
culiar complications. Many of those who 
contend that the ratification of the treaty 


with Spain made the Porto Rieans full- 
fledged citizens of the United States dis- 
like the idea of applying their doctrine to 
the Filipinos. So they make the sugges- 
tion that most of those individuals should 
be regarded in the same light as American 
Indians, who, so long as they maintain 
tribal relations, are not considered citizens 
of the United States. Furthermore, many 
who are inclined to beli¢ve that the Porto 
Ricans have a constitutional right to free 
trade with the United States dislike to 
concede so much to the Filipinos. For, it 
American products must be admitted free 
while all foreign products must pay the 
duties set forth in the United States pro- 
tective tariff, then foreign nations will 
be denied those equal commercial opportun- 
ities in the Philippines they have been led 
to expect. Should the Supreme Court de- 
cide that Porto Rico is outside the constitu- 
tion, then there will be no difficulty about 
the Philippines. Should it de¢ide other- 
wise, then many perplexing questions will 
present themselves. |

Professor Bernard Moses, who 
has held the chair of political economy in 
the University of California since 1876, is 
not only one of the ablest scholars on the 
Pacific coast, but is especially fitted for 
this kind of work by his authorship of his- 
torical and political treatises such as his 
Democracy and Social Growth in Amer- 
ica.’””

| of Bisceglia in her 17th year. Again the 


unfortunate Lucrezia was plunged into 
grief, for her husband, whom she loved, 
was killed on the steps of St. Peter's by 
order of her brother, Cesar Borgia. She 
next married the Count of Ferrara, and a 
year after that time her father died, much 
to her own delight and that of every one 
else. Fearing the penalty of his many 
: crimes, her brother fled from Italy and never 
returned. Relieved from the persecutions 
of these two, Lucrezia was left in peace, 
and at the age of 23 studied art and letters 
and became the friend of Ariosto, who cele-

It was recently announced that the li- 
brarian at Harvard College is preparing for 
a collection of college reports which shall 
take the form of the personal records of 
officers and students, and which shail be 
kept under seal for a quarter of a century. 
The diary habit is certainly the most satis- 
factory means by which one can learn the 
true condition of the times, yet the fact that 
one’s memoirs were hidden away awaiting 
the timely moment for divulgence might 
destroy one’s peace of mind. And then the 
knowledge that what one wrote was one day 
to be public property might cultivate a 
desire to pose, to paint the lily of one’s own 
personality.

MORE MEN IDLE. 
The principal market for Chicago manu- 
facturers of building materials is in this 
city, That market does not exist for them 
at this moment because of the stoppage of 
building operations, which may last for 
some time to come. If those manufactur- 
ers keep their employés at work they will 
be piling up materials which it may be im- 
possible for them to dispose of. They have 
made up their minds that they will lose 
less money by closing down until contract- 
ors and building trades unions come to an 
agreement than by manufacturing mate- 
rials for which there is no present demand. 
Doubtless these manufacturers are the 
best judges of their own interests. They 
cannot be expected to run their works at a 
loss. They are not in business for philan- 
thropic reasons. But the course they have 
decided on will throw out of work several 
thousand men who had believed they were 
reasonably sure of steady employment. 
The idea of a shutalown has never entered 
their heads, and, therefore, they are not 
prepared for one. Many of them have little 
or nothing saved up, and will soon be living 
on credit, a most unhappy way of living. 
Chicago is in a sad plight this year. The 
country as a whole is singularly prosper- 
ous. In other cities few are idle. Both 
employers and employés “improve each 
shining hour.” Here many are idle, and 
the number is growing rapidly. The only 
men who can view the situation with any 
complacency are those who find it less diffi- 
cult to get tenants for houses and flats be- 
cause of the small number of structures 
being erected to compete with theirs. 
There is an evident inclination on the part 
of landlords to utilize this opportunity and 
to dictate terms to tenants, who, for some 
years past, have been dictating terms to 
them. | 
One of the material men says he hopes the 
action of the manufacturers will force a 
settlement of the labor troubles. It is to 
be hoped that this may be the case. If the 
throwing out of work of 10,000 more men 
has any effect on those who are responsible 
for the tieup in building operations and 
induces them to reflect on the widespread 
suffering their policy is causing, then the 
temporary idleness of the men-who work 
for the manufacturers of building materi- 
als will be productive of good.

The ordinance is silent on the subject of 
compensation to the city, but the hint is 
thrown out that that can be arranged in the 
Committee on Judiciary, to which the ordi- 
nance. was referred. The express com- 
panies are not clamoring for pneumatic 
tubes. Nobody is except the company which 
wishes to lay them. Therefore it, is most 
likely that the measure introduced Monday 
night is simply part of a scheme to induce 
Congress to waste money by making an ap- 
propriation to pay a high price for the use 
dy the Chicago postoffice of any pneumatic 
tubes that may be laid between the main 
office and substations or railroad depots. 
For some time Congress has been badgered 
to take action of this kind. Thus far it has 
wisely abstained from doing so. There is 
in New York such a service as it is desired 
to introduce here, and it is enormously ex- 
pensive to the department, and presumably 


does expedite some mails, but at an exces- 
sive cost. The conditions here are different 
from what they are in New York. The Chi- 
cago postoffice is so centrally situated as 
regards the railroad depots that the gain of 
time by the use of pneumatic tubes would be 
slight. It would not begin to be worth the 
money it would cost. The newspapers 
would not be benefited, for their heavy sacks 
of mail could not be sent through the tubes.

AN AMERICAN WESTMINSTER. 
When Daniel Webster, the Defender of 
the constitution, died at his home in Marsb- 
field, Mass., in 1852, a poet wrote: 
We have no proud cathedral for his rest, 
Dim with proud banners and the dust of years, 


All we can give him is New England's breast 
To lay his head on—and ten thousand tears. 


Before and since that ‘time others have 
less melodiously mourned the lack of a 
great national Valhalla, where might be 
erected memorials to the mighty dead whom 
the nation delighted to honor. ; 

Now, it appears, this want is to be filled. 
A New York university has received a 
gift of $100,000, which is to be expended in 


the erection of a Hall of Fame for Great 


Americans. In this building are to be 
placed busts and tablets dedicated to the 
memory of a specified number of great 
men. | 

In this limitation on the number of great 
men whose busts shall be given niches in 
the new American Westminster would ap- 
pear to be the greatest objection to the 

whole proposition. Who, for instance, 
shall decide on the list of those who shall 
be so honored, and where is the man who is 
willing to take the responsibility for bar- 
ring out the others. 

Shall the classic features of William 
Jennings Bryan, immortalized in marble, 
frown at posterity in the Hall of Fame? 
Shall Jefferson Davis, whom millions of 
Americans look upon as a great man, be 
given a place? Shall Admiral Schley or 
Admiral Sampson look down from a ped- 
estal in the corner devoted to naval heroes? 

Shall only Sons and Daughters of the 
American Revolution be admitted, or are 
there to be sections reserved for Irish, Ger 
man, and Anglo-Americans? What shall 
be done with Richard Croker, who is ad- 
mittedly the greatest New-Yorker of mod- 
ern times? Will the Popocrats agree to 
let Grover Cleveland have a modest niche? 
Will they draw the color line and bar out 
‘Frederick Douglass and Tecumseh? 

When it comes to the list of those whose 
achievements in literature make them 
worthy of memory confusion will be worse 
confounded. Is Walt Whitman an inspired 
master or a scribbler af rude doggerel? 
Was Uncle Tom's Cabin” a great novel 
or # mere partisan tract? 

It is to be feared that the title of the New 
York Westminster is misleading. It should 
be rather “ Hall of Fame for Those Whom 
We Think Are Great Americans.” If that 
change is made there can be no serious 
objection to the New York enterprise, pro- 
vided the commercial spirit of Manhattan 
does not lead its promoters to auction off 
especially desirable locations in the Hall 
of Fame to the highest bidders. |

MR. LEVY’S SORDID PROPOSITION. 

‘Congressman Levy, a Democratic Repre- 
sentative from New York City, wants to 
place the liberation of Cuba upon a basis 
of dollars and cents. He has come to the 
conclusion that the Cubans should be made 
to pay back to the United States the money 
spent to secure the freedom of the island, 
and to that end he has introduced a resolu- 
tion in Oangress providing that the Col- 
lector of Customs at Havana shall with- 
hold one-quarter of the customs receipts 
of the island each year yntil the debt is 
paid. Congressman Levy is the first man 
to propose a cold-blooded measure for com- 
puting the value of American generosity 
and of Cuban liberty in terms of hard cash. 
If he has some ulterior motive, and is not 


have offered it. The Cubans may think he 
is in earnest and get worked up over the idea 
that they must buy the independence which 
was promised them. 

If there was ever a war that sprang from 
an altruistic national impulse it was the 
war in which the American people rose in 
their might and put an end forever to 
‘Weylerism on the Western hemisphere. 
It was the impulse of human pity that sent 
our soldiers to Cuba. If the Cubans had 
not been suffering and dying under a bar- 
barous tyranny not even the crime of the 
Maine could have provoked the conservative 
elements of the nation to war. No thought 
of financial remuneration or of territorial 
gain was in the mind of the people or of 
their representatives in Congress, as wit- 
nessed by the passing of the resolution 
guaranteeing Cuban independence. 

It was for the sake of an oppressed peo- 
ple whose sufferings had become intolerable 
in the sight of Americans that our citizens 
left their homes and offices and went to 
Cuba to fight and to die. It would be an 
iusult to the memory of those who shed 
their blood for Cuba’s freedom to try to 
appraise the value of their services in money 
and to assess the sum against the Cuban 
people. 

THE TURNER CAS 

The fact that the widow of Mr. Turner, 
an American railway engineer, who died 
in a jail hospital at Vera Cruz, Mexico, has 
filed a demand with the State department at 
Washington for an indemnity of $20,000 
has raised a tremendous excitement in our 
neighboring republic. The Mexicans as- 
sert that if the United States shall press 
this demand it will be interfering in affairs 


cern it. | 

A brief recital of the circumstances of the 
Turner incident, however, will show that 
this government is justified in making the 
demand. The offense charged against Tur- 
ner is that he ran his engine into a switch 
engine resulting in the death of the Mexican 
engineer of the latter. Although friends of 
Turner claimed that he was not in any way 
to blame, he was arrested and thrown into 
jail. He made frequent appeals to the 
American authorities in the City of Mexico 
to secure him a trial, but they failed ia 
their efforts. He wrote letter after letter 
to friends in Mexico and the United States, 
but they could not succeed in helping him. 
Being without means, he was unable to as- 
sist his wife and four children. Finally, 
after being kept ten months in a filthy jail 
without trial, he sickened and died, and, so 
far as the Mexican court records show, he 
died absolutely innocent of any charge. 

The laws of. Mexico provide that citizens 
shall have a speedy trial when charged with 


vide that Americans -residing in Mexico 
shall have the same privileges as natives. 
In this case the deceased engineer was not 
allowed these privileges, and the failure to 
give him ꝗ trial was not due to oversight or 
negligence, for the attention of the Mexican 
government had been called to the case re- 
peatedly. His detention for ten months in 
jail, which brought about his death, was 
due either to criminal carelessness or ma- 
licious purpose, Such a case is the business 
of every American citizen and of the gov- 
ernment, and it should make its demands 
for indemnity sharply and peremptorily.

COMMISSION TO STUDY WAR. 


The St. Petersburg correspondent of the London 
Telegraph had an interview with M. John Bloch, 
the peace champion and Councilor af State. M. 
Bloch was of the opinion that the south African 
struggle suggested many inhumanities of war- 
fare, which modern skill ought to remedy. ‘* For 
this purpose, said M. Bloch, I propose that a 
committee of responsible persons be formed for 
the purpose of collecting on the spot all facts 
tending to throw light on the enormous difference 
between warfare under the present changed con- 
ditions and warfare a quarter a century ago. 
This work would materially further the cause of 
humanity, while promoting British interests. At 
present we have no means of arriving at the facts. 
Military men are otherwise employed, as, indeed, 
all people are at the seat of war. But a special 
commission would do the work cheaply and ef- 
ficiently. Ten thousand pounds would suffice to 
pay all expenses, and I am sure that the sum 
could and would be subscribed. I venture to ap- 
peal to Englishmen of all parties to favor this 
suggestion, the object of which is patriotic from 
every British point of view.“ 

Bel asked whether, if this suggestion were 
taken up in England, he himself would be willing 
to take part in the labors of the commission, M. 
Bloch answered: Most certainly. If invited I 
would start at once for London, and in any case 
I would place my large collection of materials 
which I have prepared for the Paris exhibition 
at the disposal of the commission, and would do 
all else in my power to contribute to the success 
of the enterprise. All data collected Vn the spot 
would, of course, be communicated in the first 
instance to the British government, who would 
draw such practical lessons from them as might 
seem needful. Science and humanitarianism could 
afford to wait for the results of the inquiry until 
hostilities had ceased.’’

Colonel Penn always presided at these meet-

Colonel Penn was also the general man- 
ager of the Octogenarian club, an organiza- 
tion of the oldest men in Belleville, which 
meets on the birthday anniversaries of all 
of its members.

Colonel Penn was born on a farm a few 
miles from Belleville, which is yet known 
as the Penn homestead.

When he married he had a few acres 
of land and a few dollars. When he died 
his estate was worth something like $500,000. 
He got started by dealing in stock and fin- 
ished by dealing in real estate and putting 
his gains in more real estate. 

His lands are for the most part in St. Clair 
County, but he owned a large farm near 
Springfield and another in Missouri. The 
rental property is mainly in Belleville and 
East St. Louis. He has always attended 
to the renting of all of this, and, as stated, 
never kept any record of his accounts with 
his tenants, except the stubs of his receipt 
book. And yet no tenant ever accused him 
of making a mistake. 

Colonel Penn left no will. He did not dis- 
pose in any way of his estate. The omission 
was intentional. He told several persons 
before his death that he would make no will. 
He intimated that he feared if he made a 
will there might be dissatisfaction and he 
might be accus of unfairness. He con- 
sidered that the law governing the inherit- 
ance of property was drawn on a basis of 
exact justice, and preferred, if there was to 
be any criticism, that it should be directed 
against the law and not against him. It is 
thought the existence of step-children may 
have had something to do with his decision 
in this regard. He is supposed to have 
thought that if he made a will the step- 
children would expect to be remembered in 
it. The distribution of the estate as the 
law directs leaves them out. 

The entire estate, with the exception of 
the widow's dower, goes to the three chil- 
dren—Mrs. Finley McNulty and John and 
William Penn, all of Belleville. 

An administrator has been appointed. It 
is said that in spite of the fact that Colonel 
Penn kept no books the estate is in remark- 
ably correct shape.

FLYING HOSPITAL FOR SOUTH AFRICA 


field hospital; which has been dubbed by 
the English authorities “the flying hos- 
pital.“ It is intended to entirely take the 
place in offensive operations of the present 
heavy-wheeled and clumsy army ambu- 
lances. The new vehicle can travel as fast 


-as cavalry and can go wherever horse ar 


tillery can go. It consists of a light double 
decked body, with two stretchers on the 
first floor and four on the top, or roof, the 
whole supported on carriage springs. Be 
tween the two lower stretchers is a recep- 
tacle for instruments, splints, dressings, and 
the like, while on either side are four leather 
backed seats for the use of attendants or 
for such of the wounded as may be ableto 
sit up. Each car is drawn by two horses 
and carries on an elevated staff the Red 
Cross flag. In action it is intended that 
these flying hospital cars shall follow the 
supports and precede the reserves in advance 
to the firing line. By the use of these cars 
it is expected that a great many lives will 
be saved which would be otherwise lost for 
want of immediate attention.

A complaint was made to the Board of 
Education last night by J. Howard Moore, 
a teacher in the Calumet High School, that 

the Marquette and Union League clubs used 
schools for the inculcation of military 
end imperialistic sentiment among children 
when such occasions a» Washington’s and 
Lincoln's birthdays are observed. It was 
alleged that the occasions were regularly 
diverted from their legitimate purpose, and 
the trustees were asked why “a Democratic 
board permitted Republicans to turn the 
echools into platforms for political propa- 


The complaint was sent to the School Man- 
ent committee. President Harris stated 
‘that the use of the schools for political pur- 
poses would not be permitted, but that the 
board had no other information that such 
was made of them. Mr. Moore stated that 
ne knew it to be a fact that many principals 
dreaded the days, because political clubs 
‘were allowed to preach doctrines which were 
repulsive to the teachers and which they 
as injurious to the pupils. It was 


a part of the complaint that war heroes were 


held up before school children as the only 
characters worthy of emulation. 

“ The fighting instinct does not need to be 
cultivated,” said Mr. Moore in his commu- 
nication. “It is already too strong, espe- 
cially in boys. It should be curbed and re- 
strained. According to the Marquette ora- 
tors it ie more glorious to carry a bayonet 
and to redden it with the blood of an alien 
than to create a book. It is a doubtful doc- 
trine, to say the least. It is highly danger- 
ous when dinned into the minds of children. 
When these anniversaries are to be observed 
let the teachers determine the exercises. 
They are much less liable to misuse the oc- 
casion than is any political club.“ 


Time of School Closing Fixed. 

The legislation of the board relative to the 
shortening of the school terms in the grades 
and for special studies was made specific by 
the adoption of a report fixing the time of 
closing and opening. The elementary 
schools will close on June 23, and will open 
for the fall term on Sept. 10. The high 
school term was not decided finally, but prob- 
ably will close with the elementary schools 
on June 23 and open on Sept. 17. The Chi- 
cago Normal School will close on June 9 
td open on Sept. 17. 

Instruction in the special studies of music, 
drawing, and manual training will be con- 
unued in full during the summer term, but 
will not be resumed until Oct.1. Instruction 
in German will close on June 9 and be re- 


tzumed on Sept. 17. 


Statistics of the work of the compulsory 
education department were reported by 
Trustee Christopher, indicating that more 
than 21,000 investigations had been made by 
Superintendent W. L. Bodine and the truant 
officers, and that from this number 12,426 
children were placed in schools, many of the 
number for the first time. The figures ex- 
ceed those of New York and Boston. 


Grade Teachers Attend to Protest. 
Grade teachers who will have $15 taken 
from their February salaries by the action 
of the board attended the meeting, seeking 
some redress.

Owing to similarity of initials of the Chris- 
tian name, a good deal of confusion has 
arisen in connection with the death in south 
Africa of young C. G. Grenfell. The young 
officer of that name serving in Thorney- 
croft’s Horse who fell in the battle of Spion 
kop is not the brother-in-law of the Duke of. 
Marlborough and of the latter’s American 
wife, as many people appear to believe, but 
a first cousin of the C. A. Grenfell who 
married Lady Lillian Spencer Churchill, the 
one of all Duchess Consuelo's English rela- 
tives with whom she has been on terms of 
the greatest intimacy. Lady Lillian's hus- 
band—that is to say, the brother-in-law of 
Duchess Consuelo—undeterred by the fate 
ot his cousin, or by the fact that his own 
obituaries have appeared in print, even in 
the English papers, h volunteered for 
service in south Africa, and is now figuring 
as an Officer of the Imperial Yeomanry, in 
the forces under the command of Lord Rob- 


erts. 
In addition to the co agp at Spion 
has already lost 


Kop, Mr. Ceci] Grenfel 
two of his brothers in Africa. The eldest 
of them, Pasco Grenfell, who was in the 
Eton eleven of 1880, started on an expedi- 
tion northwards from Kimberley at the time 
of the outbreak of the Matabele rebellion, 
and was never heard of again, his fate being 
shrouded in that same mystery which en- 
velops the lot of so many travelers, ex- 
plorers, and sportsmen who have vanished 
into the wilds of the dark continent and have 
never been heard of again. Another brother 
of Cecil Grenfell was killed in the charge 
of the Twenty-first Lancers at the battle of 
Omdurman, and it was for endeavoring to 
rescue him that Lord Frankfort's eldest son, 
Captain Montmorency, who has just been 
killed in south Africa, received his Victoria 
Cross. Yet another brother of Cecil Gren- 
fell died as an officer of the Seventeenth 
Lancers, while still another brother, after 
taking part in the Jameson raid, is now 
aid-de-camp to his uncle, General Sir Fran- 
cis Grenfell, the Governor of Malta. ) 

Mr. Cecil Grenfell is, like all the members 
of his family, a noted cricketer. He was in 
the Eton eleven, and has made a name for 
himself as a rider across country and as a 
steeplechaser, coming in second at the Grand 
National of 1896. Like his brothers, too, he 
is of dark complexion, thanks to the Spanish 
tlood in his veins, which comes to him 
through his mother. Moreover, he has fol- 
lowed family traditions in going into business 
in the city, his father, the late Pasco Gren- 
fell, having been a Governor of the Bank of 
England and one cf the London partners of 
ex-Vice President Levi P. Morton of New 
York. He has a cousin in this country in 
the person of Mr. Max Muller, one of the 
secretaries of the British Embassy at Wash- 
ington, whose mother was a Miss Grenfell, 
while another cousin, W. H. Grenfell, who 
was over here last year, is well known in the 
United States as the famous athlete who 
twice swam across Niagara, rowed across 
the English Channel from Dover to Calais, 
end for a number of * coached the Ox- 
ford University crew, rrowly escaping 
with his life while servi as a news- 
paper correspondent in the Soudan.

he Chicago Woman's club wants instruc- 
tion in domestic science for boys in the pub- 
lic schools.

It was said that the training of husbands 
had to begin early and the primary grades 
of the public schools might conform their 
courses to provide a preparatory course for 
good husbandry. 

The argument continued was that if the 
man knew how many shoals, sand bars, and 
rapids the young cook’s dishes went over 
before they reached the dining-room he 
might refrain from comparisons with ma- 
ternal excellence.

Marion F. Washburne, “ that instruction 
in cooking can be given to children at an 
early age. The same training that is given 
little girls in the schools should be given 
little boys. It will be a great advantage to 
the housekeeper when the husband under- 
stands something of the trials of the kitchen 
= to train a husband you have to begin 
early.“ 

Mrs. George Kretzinger, chairman of the 
educational department of the club, asked 
how many of the club women had been glad 
that their husbands knew a little cooking 
when they first began housekeeping. 

Mrs, Washburne said that the housekeeper 
needed the business ability of a man, and 
that if men were educated to culinary stand- 
ards they could bring that ability into the 
kitchen.

Elizabeth Charlotte, the wife of the 
brother of Louis XIV. and mother of the 
Regent, was born at Heidelberg, in 1652, and 
was early placed’ under the charge of her 
aunt, Sophia, Electress of Hanover. From 
her childhood she was,as Sainte-Beuve 
points out, noted for her lively mind and 
frank, open, and vigorous nature. She also 
betrayed some traits not so commendable, 
and she was frankly fond of good living.

WEEKS OF GENERAL’S DEATH. 


After ities the Recipient of the 
Queen's Favor She Is Married to a 
Subaltern — Gatacre, Who Wins 
Fame in the Boer War, Keeps a Vow 
to Remain Away from England on 
. Account of a Domestic Tragedy. 


The wives of two British Generals, one of 
‘whom has found fame and the other fame 
and death linked’ on the battlefields of south 
Africa, had a share in adding romance to the 


„Ives of their hero husbands. These women 


were the wives of General Sir William Penn 
Symons and General William Forbes Gat- 
@cre. 

General Symons was wounded mortally 
on Oct. 20 while fighting in the battle 
ef Glencoe, in which he took a dis- 
tinguished part and helped to gain the 
first victory for British arms. When the 
Queen heard of his death she took steps to 


learn of his wife, and after finding Mrs. 


Symons extended special favors to her. In 
answer to the message of sympathy from the 
Queen Mrs. Symons made a reply that 
thrilled all England. And then the Queen 
obtained for her a special royal warrant and 
an extra pension, and offered her a residence 
‘in Hampton Court. 

The news which followed. that six weeks 
after her husband’s death Mrs. Symons had 
been married to a subaltern half her own 
age, was a shock to those who had admired 
her heroism. The wedding was kept secret 
as long as possible, but it finally reached 
court circles and caused more than a little 
curiosity about the domestic history of 
General Symons. * 

General's Career. 


ral Symons was born in 1843 and en- 


Gene 
tered the British army in 1863. In tracing his 
Career the New York Herald says: 


At the opening of the Zulu war in 1878 
he had just risen to the grade of Cap- 
tain. Six years later, owing to his 
place on the army list, he became 
Brevet Colonel. Lord Roberts, then in com- 
mand of the Madras army, had a special 
hobby for rifle practice, and the young offi- 
cer’s theories on the subject, and especially 


on the employment of the rifle by mounted 


troops, attracted the attention of his com- 
mander. 
When the Burmese war broke out, in 
, Colonel Symons went with the expedi- 
tion, first as staff officer and later as com- 
mandant of the mounted infantry. His 
services continued in Burmah and beyond. 
He was Brigadier General in the Chin field 


Iorce, commanded the column from Burmah 
in the Chin Lushai expedition, was in the 


Wazivistan expedition, and two years ago 
was actively engaged in the campaign on the 
northwest Indian frontier. 

For these services he was decorated 
Knight Commander of the Bath. His selec- 
tion as a commander of the Natal troops 
was principally owing to his experience with 


mounted rifies, for the country in which he 


Was expected to operate was mountainous 
and unsuited either for the regular infantry 
or cavalry. 
Fights Battle of Glencoe. 
he battle of Glencoe was the first im- 


- portant engagement in the south African 


war. It was fought between General Sy- 
mons, in command of the British camp at 
Glencoe, and General Joubert and Jan Kock, 
at the head of some 6,000 Boers. 

For days before the engagement began 


the Boers had Been gradually closing in on 
the British camp. Scouts had reported them 
in strong force in various places in the 


vicinity. At daybreak on the 20th it was dis- 


covered that during the night they had oc- 
-cupied a strong position on Dundee Hill, 


about three miles east of Glencoe and over- 
looking the camp of General Symons. 

“At exactly 6 a. m. the first shot came 
from a Boer gun, and a few minutes later a 
heavy artillery fire was opened on the British 
position. The bombardment, however, did 
little damage. The British replied with such 


 @ffect that the Boer guns were soon silenced. 


By this time the enemy could be seen 


swarming over the hill outside of Dundee and 


making toward the south, with the evident 
intention of turning the position of the Brit- 
ish. An advance of British cavalry and in- 


fantry was therdtiipon ordered. In the face of 


@ terrific rifle fire these troops pushed for- 
ward toward Dundee Hill. Twice they at- 
tempted to reach its top. Twice they were 
driven back. The third time, however, ral- 


ned by General Symons in person, who was 


shot through the stomach and mortally 
wounded in so doing, the British charged up 
the hill, captured the Boers’ position, and 
drove them back egstward with great 
staughter. 


Boers’ Plans Miscarry. 

“After the battle it developed that the 
Böer plans had miscarried. They intended 
to attack Glencoe with three columns, ag- 
gregating about 9,000 men, but only some 
6,000 men were engaged with the British, 
who were in about equal force. 

“The first column, under General Eras- 
mus, left the Boer camp on the Ingagene 
River and halted at Hatting Spruit, on the 
main road between Baunhausen and Glen- 
coe. The second column, the largest, com- 


manded by General Lucas Meyer, made a 


long turn and took up a position on Dundee 


Hill, commanding the Glencoe camp. The 


third column, Free-State burghers, under 
General Viljoen, marched from Waschbank, 
on the railroad south of Glencoe. This col- 
umn succeeded in destroying railroad and 


Relegraphic communications between Glen- 


coe and Ladysmith. 


Joubert’s plan was that General 
' Erasmus should lure the whole British force 


on the northern road toward Hatting Spruit, 
and while the British were engaged in the 
apparently easy task of destroying General 


Erasmus forces Viljoen and Meyer were to 


attack the British flank and rear. 
„General Symons, however, foresaw what 


was intended, and took measures according- 
ly. The Boers lost telegraphic touch be- 
tween the three columns, which proceeded 


regardless of time, with the result that Gen- 
eral Meyer became engaged before the col- 


umn from Hatting Spruit was even in strik- 
ing distance, while Genera) Viljoen was a 


long way south. Thus Meyer's 4,000 men, 


with six guns, bore the brunt of the battle. 
Only half of General Symons’ men attacked 
the hill, the remainder being in position be- 


hind the camp watching events. 


Boer Column Is Scattered. 


. After two and a half hours’ fighting de- 
tachments of the Hatting Spruit column 
were seen lining the hill west of the camp, 
and a British battery behind the camp 

opened fire and scattered the Boers. Thus 
the Hatting Spruit column did not get into 
action, except when it came into contact 
with the British Hussars and mounted in- 
fatitry, who were pursuing General Meyer’s 
column. 


Nevertheless, General Yule, who suc- 


ceeded Symons in command as soon as he 
fell, could not prevent the latter from fall- 
ing a prisoner into the hands of the Boers, 
who took every care of him. But the wound 
was. mortal. On Oct. 26 he died. : 
General Joubert sent the news to Gen- 
eral White in a characteristic letter, ex- 
pressing his sympathy, declaring his hope 
that the great God would speedily bring to 
a close the unfortunate war, brought about 
by unscrupulous speculators and capital- 
ists, in which so many valuable lives have 
been and are being sacrificed, as instance 


General Symons and others,’ and conclud- 
ing with a message of sympathy to Lady 


Symons in the loss of her husband. 

* As General Symons was a Catholic, the 
Pope said a requiem mass for him in the 
Sistine Chapel, and likewise forwarded a 
message of sympathy and condolence with 
the bereaved widow.” 


Gatacre 
‘William Forbes Gatacre, soon after his 


marriage to a young and charming woman, 
was ordered to Dublin to take command of 


the Eighty-eighth Connaught Rangers. This 


was several years before the beginning of 


the south African war, but he had won dis- 


tinction in England and abroad and had a 


“reputation as a soldier that might have 


made any woman proud. The New York 
Herald thus tells the sad romance of his 
ler life: 
He was tall, handsome, dign

‘attitude toward his ‘wife was one of chival-
